Record High 

The dollar value df agricultural 
products sold by Florida farmers, 
growers and ranchers reached a 
record high last year but produc- 
tion expenses virtually wiped out 
relative gains, the Florida State 
Chamber of Commerce reported 
in its Weekly Business Review re- 
leased yesterday. 

“Total sales of agricultural pro- 
ducts at farm level amounted to 
$1,048,148,000 . throughout the 
state during 1966. This amount 
was 26 per cent more than the 
average of the previous ten years. 
Production costs rose at the same 
raté and amounted to $645 million 
last year. 

“Fruits, vegetables, flowers and 
field crops sold for $758,746,000 
last year and livestock for 
3289, 402,000. These amounas were 
up 2 per cent and 22 per cent re- 
gpectively compared with the prè- 
vious year. p 

“In addition to cash sales, farm- 
ers receive annually about $50 
million in. the value of products 
consumed on the farms, plus gov- 
ernmept payments and other 
credits. 

“Details of farm production ex- 
penses are availabie for 1965 when 
they totaled 3611, 400, 000. This 
figure was made up of 5184, 300,000 
for hired labor, the latgest single 
item; pi teed amounting to 
"$91,700,000; fertilizer and lime
